7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6 further comprising determining the 
location of the online-content as an offset with respect to a corner of the primary browser 
window wher e in d e t e rmining: 

positions a brows e r window upon onlin e cont e nt with a (0,0) offs e t; and 
det e rmin e s an offs e t. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising determining a 
parameter calculating a child w e b pag e boundary of a child window w e b pag e. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 8 further comprising determining 
wh e rein calculating d e t e rmin e s th e a size of the child window w e b pag e.

18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of 
recording at least one of the evaluated parameters. Memory in a computer syst e m that maintains 
data capabl e of transforming a comput e r syst e m into a visual stimuli r e cording system, by: 

d e t e cting an e v e nt that may chang e a visual stimuli obs e rvabl e by a us e r vi e wing a 
brows e r interfac e ; 

assigning an id e ntification (ID) to th e e v e nt; 

e valuating th e e v e nt to d e t e rmin e if th e e v e nt docs chang e th e visual stimuli; and 
storing at l e ast a param e t e r.

20. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium comprising instructions for: 
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detecting an event comprising user changes in non-textual visual stimuli electronically 
presented to and observable by a user viewing a browser interface; 

assigning an identification (ID) of the event; and 

evaluating at least one parameter of the non-textual visual stimuli changed by the user. 

21 . (New) The computer readable medium of claim 20 further comprising instructions 
for querying at least one of the changed parameters. 

22. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 20 wherein the ID is an 
alphanumeric string. 

23. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 20 further comprising instructions 
for determining the location and area of a primary browser window. 

24. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 23 further comprising instructions 
for determining horizontal size, and a vertical size, of a primary browser window as immediately 
displayed in the display area, and a two-dimensional location of at least a corner of the primary 
browser window. 

25. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 20 further comprising instructions 
for determining a location of online-content displayed within the primary browser window. 
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26. (New) The method of claim 25 further comprising instructions for determining 
the location of the online-content as an offset with respect to a corner of the primary browser 
window. 

27. (New) The method of claim 20 further comprising instructions for determining a 
parameter of a child window. 

28. (New) The method of claim 27 further comprising instructions for determining a 
size of the child window. 

29. (New) The method of claim 27 further comprising instructions for determining a 
two-dimensional location of the child window relative to a primary browser window. 

30. (New) The method of claim 27 further comprising instructions for determining a 
position of online-content displayed within the child window. 

3 1 . (New) The method of claim 20 further comprising instructions for creating an 
event object. 

32. (New) The method of claim 20 further comprising instructions for creating a 
screen-image object. 

33. (New) The method of claim 3 1 further comprising instructions for recording a 
parameter of the event object.
